New Order for 
qo mcry County. 



In order to further protect the 
cuttle industry from the dreaded 
foot-and-mouth disease, the State 
Live Stock Sanitary Board has is- 
sued the following order: 

"Cattle, sheep or other ruminants 
or swine intended for stocker, feed- 
er or breeding purposes may be 
moved from county to county m 
restricted area, provided they are 
inspected in the county in which the 
movement orginates, by a Federal, 
State or County Inspector and up- 
on entering the county of their des- 
tination they arc re-inspected by an 
authorized inspector; but such ani- 
mal or animals shall be held in 
quarantine for a period of two (2) 
weeks after arrival at destination." 
This rule also applies to cattle 
shipped in from another State. 
Montgomery county is a portion 
f that part of the State classified 
s "restricted area." The order 
prohibiting "court day sales" is still 
in force and local authorities are 
ordered by the Board to rigidly en- 
force the above quarantine order. 

This order meets almost in its en- 
tirety the requirements for a more 
stringent quarantine as asked for 
by local farmers and stockmen in 
the resolution adopted at the mass 
meeting held at the Court Housi 
Monday afternoon. Few realize th* 
seriousness of the disease which L 
fastening itself on the live stock of 
the State and while the quarantine 
order works a hardship on a few 
speculators and dealers, it is neces- 
sary for the ultimate good of all 
concerned that stringent adherence 
to the same be observed.

IS MYSTERIOUSLY MISSING 

W. P. Shanklin, one of the weal- 
thiest and most prominent citizens 
of Millersburg and a Magistrate in 
District No. 1, Nicholas county, ha.< 
disappeared from his home, and an 
extensive search for him has been 
instituted by his family and friends.

FEDERAL AID FOR KENTUCKY 

Commissioner of Roads B. C. 
Terrell, who accompanied Gov. Mc- 
Creary to Washington, returned to 
Frankfort Thursday pleased with 
the success of his trip to ask for 
Federal aid in road construction in 
Kentucky this year. 

Commissioner Terrell said the De- 
partment of Agriculture consented 
to detail four highway engineers for 
duty in Kentucky. They will be 
assigned to designated territories, 
each probably being ten counties to 
travel over. They will supervise the 
road construction under the State- 
nid plan for the State Department 
j of Roads, aim give udvicu to coun- 
ters, just as 
farm demonstrators aid the 
turists. 

Besides these four field men as- 
signed to the State, Gov. McCreary 
and Commissioner Terrell secured 
permission to send the excess bridge 
work to the Bureau of Highways, 
Washington. All bridges costing 
more than $500 are built under plum 
and specifications furnished by the 
Commissioner of Roads, and this 
work, in addition to the highway 
plans under State aid, will crowd 
the office at Frankfort. The work 
which cannot be got out in the office 
at Frankfort without hampering its 
other activities will be sent to 
Washington. Commissioner Terrell 
said this will save his office the ex- 
pense of three extra engineers.

RE-BUILDING BEGUN 

Work has just begun on the re- 
building of the big gymnasium of 
Centre College, of Danville, that was 
burned in November. The founda- 
tion and some of the walls of the 
old building arc uninjured. The 
debris has been cleared away. 
Lumber, steel, brick and stone for 
the new building are ready to be 
put in place. The work is being 
pushed steadily forward so as to be 
completed by early summer. 

It will be rcmeinbered that the 
gymnasium building that was burn- 
ed in November was itself a new 
building, not having been formally 
thrown open for use.

This man, 
Tshehsheff, a Russian peasant, 
within his own circumscribed sphere 
observed the effect of drink upon his 
nei K hbors. He snw how entire fam- 
ilies were being ruined by vodka in 
..rdcr that taxation might be simple. 
His first outreach was to become n 
member of his lo.-al assembly at 
Lnmara, where he proposed that the 
tax should be made up in some oth- 
er way. Next he was sent as a 
member of the Dui.ia at Petrograd 
and there he secured a vote to the 
some effect. The Council of State, 
however, rejected the Duma's vote. 
Undaunted, the little peasant sought 
and obtained an interview with the 
Crar. So well did Tshehsheff plead 
that the Csar decided to study the 
effect of nlcohol on national health 
anl efficiency. He became convinrrd 
of the truth of the peasant's claim 
that vodka was destroying the best 
powers of the nation. The czar en 
trusted the abolition proposal to his 
Minister of Finance. The minister 
snw no other way in which the tax 
could be so simply raised. The Czar 
dismissed him and appointed a new 
minister, who agreed wth the Czar 
to gve up the vodka revenue of 
$350,000,000 to $500,000,000. Oth- 
er forms of taxaton are now being 
devised. Meantime the bank depos- 
its of the people are increasing. 

Tshehsheff when he began his 
anti-vodka campaign was neither 
wealthy nor famous. On the con- 
trary he was poor and obscure, 
Nevertheless, he is one of the won- 
der workers of the age, having ac- 
complished a task that millions of 
other men never would have at 
tempted because they looked upon it 
as a sheer impossibility. 

STATION SAFE "ROBBED 

OF $200 AT FRANKFORT 

Cracksmen blew the door off the 
safe in the ticket office of the Union 
Station at Frankfort some time af- 
ter midnight last Wednesday night 
and got $200, all the money in the 
safe. They left no clew. They 
pried open a back window for en- 
trance and the workmanlike manner 
in which the safe door was remov- 
ed with nitro-glycerin leaves no 
doubt in the minds of the police that 
the job was done by professionals.

As one most interested in the edu- 
cation and uplift of the youth of 
our own Montgomery county, I 
make an appeal to the citizens of 
this county and especially those in- 
terested in the proposed Consolida- 
tion of Rural Schools. In the be- 
ginning, I think we can all agree, 
that the day of the one room rural 
school is past and gone. It is no 
longer the center of power, as it 
once was in our community life, and 
we hear it condemned on all sides 
by both educators and patrons. But 
why — First in the wonderful prog- 
ress of the world, scientifically, re- 
ligiously and educationally, the Ru- 
ral life has had its share of won- 
derful changes. The country life of 
today is no more like that of fifty 
years ago than is the cultivator 
like the old time plow. Changes have 
not only come in material things 
but also into the heads of farmer 
boys and girls, and parents as well 
seemingly — and they seem not to be 
satisfied with being like city folks, 
with even greater possibilities with 
their ideal surroundings, for tho 
pleasures and the things that count 
for human happiness, but all aro 
drifting silently but surely towards 
the town or city, socially, religious- 
ly and educationally. The foremost 
men and women of our age are con- 
tinually calling attention to this 
fact, and imploring the rural folk 
to awaken to their opportunities 
and make country life so attractive 
and pleasant that wo will not only 
keep our own young boys and girls 
but will even allure some of the city 
boys and girls as well. The school 
und the church, our great social 
centers , for cause* not explainable 
have not kept pace with the prog- 
ress and now in driving out over the 
beautiful farm lands of Kentucky, 
over our model highways, by our up. 
to-date homes, in our touring cur, 
we come upon the little old fashion- 
ed insignificant looking one room 
school, a disgrace to the surround- 
ing country with all its modern 
equipped homes and barns. Even 
the cow and the horse have not 
been forgotten and deserve more at- 
tention than the little ones whom 
we have under our supervision 
Friends it is high time we were do- 
ing something. At least we can be- 
gin to think. Other states and coun- 
ties have successfully solved the 
problem and those who read may 
learn that the proposed Consolida- 
tion plan is not an experiment, but 
the only solution to our rural school 
problem. The first thing we think 
of is the cost, that is the first quest- 
ion of any business man or woman 
of today and is a legitimate one. But 
j when we come to this problem of 
the cost of so great a work as tho 
education of our country children, 
the future citizens of Montgomery 
county let us shut our eyes, open our 
hearts, and forget all else, save rais- 
ing the standard of rural life and 
giving to tho country youth the 
same opportunities as to the city 
youth. Those whose vision is broad 
enough to see the question in all of 
its force and helpfulness must 
shoulder tho burden and carry tho 
problem to a solution. We are all 
too prone to think in our own self 
ish way that all tho good will go to 
a few ,and that the 
a few, and that the workers are after 
laurels and benefits for themselves 
and their own. This is one thing 
which will benefit all alike, both rich 
and poor, for education is the slo- 
gan for every parent, at all places 
and at all times, and the farmer 
must learn to be as progresive in 
educational mutters, as he is learn- 
ing to be in f armini 
farmers learn to get their 
gether and work together, "the 
world will be theirs, and the fulness 
thereof." Farmers have not prov- 
en themselves good financiers until 
recent years when they are 'coming 
into their own, and still there is 
plenty going to waste. Had you 
ever thought that in many places, 
our school taxes are being thrown 
away absolutely. Our buildings do 
aot meet the demands, we have no 
special standard for our schools, no

ers, and numerous othpr things, de- 
trimental to the enrolling of our 
school list, so consequently only 
about one third of our children are 
getting the benefit of our school tax. 
Is that good finance? Some sny, 
oh, I've already educated mine, let 
the other fellow do the same or, 
:, It suits me well to send to town." 
Perhaps all this is true, but can we 
live for self alone f When Paul ad- 
vised his followers to "Bear ye one 
anothers burdens," he did not mean 
in a physical way,. Think of the 
numbers of good people who own 
no land in our communities but who 
have children to educate, the very 
brightest and best of our boys and 
girls, and are almost money depend- 
ent on the land owners for schools 
and churches. This is truly a mis- 
sionary work und in our zeal for 
such matters, we must not only 
look up and out over the fields, but 
down and over our own little field, 
right here at home, and we'll be sur- 
prisingly shocked to think we've 
looked long for a chance to benefit 
the world, and have helped much 
perhaps, but have failed to see the 
greatest need that of our own less 
fortunate neighbor. This consoli- 
room schools can be run for the same 
room schols can be run for the same 
number of months on the some 
amount of money that our one room 
schools are run on, but with an air 
of efficiency, respectability and 
competition not known to the one 
room school. The transportation 
problem is the greatest one that 
confronts us. But that can be sol- 
ved in many ways not costing in the 
best way posible over ($8 or $10) 
eight or ten dollars to our well to 
do formers. Whom we hope are 
Christians and will •ount it a privi- 
lege and a pleasure, when they see 
the benefits to their furms, their 
children und their communities. 

Transportation can be solved by 
popular subscription and I believe 
there are many good men and wom- 
en who would pledge five or ten dol- 
lars for a year or two in order to 
start a good and lasting work. Of 
course it is 
a school 



considering this question, and select 
a central point with a radius of four 
or five (4 or 5) miles, and instead 
of bringing the school to the chil- 
dren, take the children to the school. 
Let's not wait for something to hap- 
pen. We don't have fairie* wi'b 
wands any more. Our county of- 
ficers are laboring under great dif- 
ficulties. Their hands are tied with 
indebtedness already. They aro 
anxious and willing to help, hut 
they can not do alL So UU be up 
and doing. The harvest truly is 
plenteous and the laborers few. We 
have no youth to spare. Think, 
plan, work, and in the next five years 
Montgomery county will be lifted 
from both child and adult illiteracy. 



We have taken the liberty of re- 
producing the above letter which 
appeared in the Sentinel-Democrat 
in its last issue as we believe that 
many of our readers will appreciate 
the sentiment, sound logic and good 
sense of same and will put their 
shoulders to the wheel and help 
make the consolidated school a real- 
ity. This movement was first agi- 
tated in the columns of the Advo- 
cate and we hope to eventually see 
the plans matured and carried to a 
successful termination but this can 
only be done by the united effort of 
everyone interested in education.
